The secrat papera of the Secnd Em-
pire glve an account of the expenditure
on the occasion of the birth snd baptism
of the Princa lmperial. Medals in dia-
monds head the list, at a coet of 20,000
francs, Doctora and midwives recelyed
68,000 francs.  The wardrobe cost 100,-
000 francs. The several eocleties of dra-
matlo authors and composers, men of lot.
ters, dramatic artists, muslelans, painters
and sculptors, industrial]ioventors and
medical menof the department of the Seine
recelved 10,00y francs each, Ninety-
three thousand frances were glven to the
benevolent ‘‘bureaus’” of the department
of the Seine and of the communes in
which lay the estate of the crown. The
“agents of the Interior service” of the
empress recolved gratifications equal to
four months’ wager, amounting to 11,000
feanca: Forty-four thounsand francs were
allotted to giving gratis performances at
the theaters on March 18, 1856, The
parents of the children born on the 16th
of that month shared among them 50,000
francs, For medals to be glven to authors
and composera of verses and cantate ad-
dressed to their msjestles, and to the
pupils at the Lycees, 85,000 franca were
allowed. The relatives of the godchild-
ren of thelr majesties recelved 20,000
franca. The service of the stables for
the baptlamal cortege I set down at 172,-
000 franecs, and 160,000 francs weredis-
tributed In gratifications to the hired
servants of thelr majesties’ hoosehold.
The total comes to the sum of 898 000
franca,

Statistics show that more than half a
millionParislansare employedincommerce
trade and badking operatlons, while of
the artlssn clsss there are considerably
more than s milllon and a 4uarter, The
liboral professions ecem to ocrupy but a
small proportlon of the population. Al
enmbined do not amoeunt to 200,000, The
groat majority are in public esevics, which
employs more than wmedicine, law and
divinity combined. But after the pablle
service It fs art which gives employment
and livelihood to the greates: number of
Parlsians. Forty-two thoosand get their
income from this branch of lduetry. The
doctors come after, but a long way after,
Medicine, in its branches, suppocis 18,-
000, the branches of course, Insluding
chemists and all compounders and vendoers
of mediclne, Then comes law, with its
16,000 votarles, from judges to crier,
Literature figures very low on the lis,
for, grouped with science and journaliso
it glves employment to only 11 000 pec-
ple, while all the clergy of all the per-
suations amount ©» but half that number
On ths whole, Parls wonld seem to be
more {ndustrious, more artistic, leas liter-
ary aud less religious than the ordinary
visitor wounld suppose, while the propor-
tion in which the working class exceeds
those who llve on  thelr own income is
more remarkable, aa Paris is the recog-
nizad conter of expenditore and extrava-
gance for all France.

GEN. ANSON STAGER,

A Memorable Night Which the De.
ceascd Passed In the Old Cap.
itol Prison at Washington,

Willism P. Wood, who had charge of
the old Oapitol prison durlng the war,
publishes over his own sigoatore Iin the
Washington Gazstte to.day the following
incldent which s recalled by the death of

Gen, Stager,

““The death of Gien. Anson Stager dur-
ing the week brings to mind an eplsode
which ocourred at the old Capitol prison
in the early part of our fratricidal strife,
Mr. Stager had been sppolnted cohlef of
the Unlted States militng telegraph, and
was arsigned to duty nt the war depart-
ment, with the rank of colenel and aide.
de-camp., Hs ecalled up>n me remi-of
ficially and requested to be shown arouna
among the rebel prisoners then in the old
Capltol prison, 1 asked his purpose. He
stated that it was mercly ouriosivy, as he
dealred to see how live reb:ls took thelr
Imprisonment. 1 eather bluntly informed
him that the prison was not & menagerio
whose cctupants were on exhibitlon to
Inquisitive cutfosity-seekers. He did not
relish my rofusal, and said he would ob
taln Secretary Stanton's order to visit the
prisonera. 1 assured him that the secre.
iary's order wonld be obayedto the letter,
I at onee took the precaution to forward
anote to Mr, Stanton stating that it was
injadlelous to allow the old Capltol pris-
on to be opened 88 a mensgerie, and the!
if any of the officials of the department
should request the privilege to visit the
establishment for that purpose only one
admisslon in my judgment should be
granted,

“In two or three daya after the appli-
catlon of Stager to see live rebals hesgain
presented. himself to the Oaplitol prizon
with & pass to any room In the prison he
shiould select. 1 required Col. Stager to
choore a room, and aided him in select-
Ing a large front apartment on the secord
floor In the northwest corner of the prls-
on, occupled by Georgians and Mary-
landers, who were a lively sot of rolick-
ing fellows. Into thia room Mr. Stager
was introduoced as an official of the war
department who was deslrous of obaery.
Ing how live rabels conducted themselves
as prisoners. I told them I hoped that
during his stay they would do their best
to entertain him.

“‘Uol. Stager was ushered Into No. 4,
but soon got tired of the novelty of see-
ing live rebels and wanted toleave. "L'he
Tho guard would not allow him to pass
oat of the room, except es a prir -ner and
under the same restrictions. Col. Stager
sent for me, snd after much delay I call-
ed on him, desirlng to koow what he
wanted. He asked why he was detained
in the prison, I assured him that that
was none of my businees, I oaly knew
that he wouly require an order from the
#ame source that brought him In to take
him out. He became furlous, The
*rebs’’ took lo the situation and made 1t
lively for Col. Stager. They assured him
that his only way out was to secure
Secretary Stanton’s order for his release.
Col. Stagzer spent that night in the old
Capitol prison, and fared and slept pre-
cisely 8s other prisonere.

‘“The pext day sn order came from
Secretary Stanton for the release of Col.
Stager. It is unneceseary to state that
no official of the war department ever
sgain dealred to visit the prison while 1
had charge of it. Gen. Stsger's exper!-
ence enabled him in after years to enter-
tain his frlends with his interasting recol-
lectlons of one night in custydy of the
saperintendent of the old Capitol prison.”

The first steamer
carried Smythe to New York: from thence
he rapldly went {0 a nomber of southern
cities, always reglstering st the hotels
under different allases. Byrne found ont
that his man had gone to New York,
whither he went.
